The observance of Memorial Day on 


Wednesday was very general in New- 
port. Tbe various ceremonies were of 
au impressive nature and the street 
parade In particular was au imposing 
feature. The principal places of busi- 
ness were closed for at leant a putt 
tbe day and tbe greater number did 
uot open at all. The first Boston ex- 
cursion of tbe season came Into New- 
port aud there were many strangers 
here from places along tbe lines of the 
two suburban railways. The weather 
was beautiful, a little cool In the morn- 
ing but very comfortable iu tbe after- 
uoou. 


Tbe observance* 
of tbe 
morning 


consisted of the placing of decorations 
on Ibe graves of tbe deceased soldiers 
aud sailors, In wbicb tbe members ol 
the Women's Relief Corps assisted tbe 
Grand Army posts. Afterthegraveshad 
been decorated tbe veterans marched 
to tbe Government 
wbarf, to 
the 


music of flfe and drum, where the im- 
pressive ceremony of strewing flowers 
upon the waters was performed. In 
this the Women's Relief Jorps and a 
number of young girls participated. 
The exercises "were accompanied by 
vocal selections. 


Tbe biggest feature of the day's ob- 


servances was tbe street parade and the 
exercises iu the afternoon. The liue 
was a long one aud consisted princi- 
pally of regulars who always make a 
pleasing spectacle for either strangers 
or residents of Newport. There were 
several companies of the stalwart sol 
dlers from the Coast Artillery aud a 
large battalion of appreutlces from the 
Training Station, while our own well 
drilled militia companies, tLe Naval 
Reserves and the Artillery, completed 
the line that escorted the thin ranks of 
the Grand Army of the Republic to the 
church aud to the cemetery. Tbe vis- 
itors from ou t of the city were amazed 
at the extent of tbe procession aud were 
high iu their praise of both the regulars 
and militia. If it had been known out- 
side of the city that there would be 
such au imposing line there would have 
undoubtedly been a larger number of 
visitors bere. No city of the size of 
Newport iu New England could secure 
such a feature for Memorial Day.

Past Commander Ed- 
win H. Tilley of Lawton Post then 
reud the roll of honor of tbe dead. 
After a chorus and a solo by Miss 
)owllng, the orator of tbe day, Rev. 
auies Austin Richards, delivered tbe 
ration, which was followed with close 


attention. After the pronouncing of 
lie benediction by the chaplain of the 
lay the congregation filed out of the 
hurch, and the Hue was reformed for 
be street parade. 
The liu* moved up Broadway to 


Rhode Island aveVue to Kay street to 
Bellevue avenue to Pelham street to 
Thames street to the cemetery, where 
the exercises were conducted by Com- 
mander James H. Hampton. Tbe ex- 
ercises comprised prayer by the chap- 
lain, tbe salute fired by tbe Naval Re- 
serves aud the sounding of "taps."

statements made therein referring to me 
—excepting the statement tbat I aui 
opposed to the new charter—are abso- 
lutely false and unfounded. If the ad- 
vocates of the new charter are driven to 
such extremities that they have to use 
falsehoods aud vituperation to support 
it, it speaks very oobrly for the instru- 
ment. Any object that bas to be sup- 
ported by falsehood and chicanery Is 
uot worthy of public confidence. 


I did visit Providence as often as I 


could while the Legislature was iu ses- 
sion; I did not dance attendance upon 
anyone; I did uot Importune anyone 
not to report the charter; I am uot the 
representative of auy "mogul" or 
"boss;" I do not know how Col. Gross 
or Gen. Braytou regard the charter; I 
have uot spoken to either of them, or 
they to me, about It; while I have been 
iu Providence the business of my oillce 
has beeu properly attende'l to, and 
every call upon it complied with; I 
have set no machinery 
Iu 
motion 


against the cbarter; I have told no 
falsehood about it; 1 have uot iu this 
case, nor have I ever iu auy case, done 
auytbing whatever iu corrupt or dirty 
politics; I challenge Good Government 
to prove any one of the things which 
he accuses me of before the public. 
If 


be cauuot make good bis statements he 
Is a prevaricator aud falsifier, and Is 
maliciously misleading the public. 


I am aware that a number of repre- 


sentative citizens framed a charter for 
this city. 
They had H perfect right to 


do so, just the *ame as any common 
citizen bas a right to do, and, if it can 
be gotten before the public, the citizens 
are at liberty to accept it or reject it, as 
they see lit. Whether the citizens iu 
their best judgment accept it or reject it, 
they do what they have a perfect right 
to do. 


ANY AMENDMENT FOItlllDDKN". 


The representative citizens who draft- 


ed this charter met iu secret, and kept 
their work so close that,when the char- 
ter was launched upon the public, by 
presenting It to the Legislature-, its pol- 
icy was.unknown to the other c'itizeuc. 
So far as I urn aware, they consulted no 
one outside of their members. After 
the instrument was before the Legisla- 
ture, out of their bauds, they Invited 
citizens to come to hear it explained. 
At the lieariug (as the papers report) 
suggestions were made, and they were 
informed by the chairman tbat no 
amendments could be considered, the 
charter being iu the possession of the 
Legislature. 
And they had asked the 


Legislature to report und puss it with- 
out amendments. 
That was virtually 


saying tot lie citizensol'Newport: "You 
must take it as we have presented it to 
you, or reject it us u whole." 
Every . 


citizen had a right to rend and study it, 
and if it suited him as a whole to vow 
for it; but no one was compelled to Hiip- 
purt it if his judgment did not approve 
it, no matter what class of people it 
represented. 


I am an American citizen unfl a legal 


resident of Newport. 
I have lived iu 


this State nearly all my life, and have 
been a law-abiding and respectable citi- 
zen and claim a right to UKB my own 
best judgment in all I do, and am uot 
bound iu my actions by the judgment 
of others, however superior to me they 
may claim to be. I have a right to ap- 
prove what appearn to me to be best 
aud to reject what does uot.

while I claim this for myeelf, 1 conceive 
it to be the right of every other citizen, 
representative or humble, aud bad al- 
ways supposed until this charter came 
before us that such was the geuus of 
oui form of government, aud only now 
find that I am mistaken,

ing obituary appeared in the Idln- 
knrgh Advertiser of July 26, 1790: "On 
tt« 21st Inst. died at Dumfries, after a 
lingering illness, the celebrated Eobert 
Burns. His poetical compositions, dis- 
tinguished equally by the force of na- 
tive humor, by tha warmth and the 
tenderness of passion and by the glow- 
ing touches of a descriptive pencil, will 
remain a lasting monument of the vig- 
or and versatility of a mind guided 
only by the lights of nature and by the 
Inspiration of genius. 


"The public, to whose amusement he 


ia« so largely contributed, will learn 
with regret that his extraordinary en- 
dowments were 
accompanied with 


frailties which rendered them useless 
to himself and his family. The last 
months of his short life were spent In 
sickness and indigence, and his widow. 
With five infant children and in the 
lourly expectation of a sixth,. is now 
left without any resource but what she 
may hope from the regard due to the 
memory of Iier husband.

Lavm la tke Octaa. 


Thl» aarth received what was proba- 


bly Ita greatest shaking in modern 
tlmea when the tremendous volcanic 
eruption of Krakatoa, in Sunda strait, 
occurred in 1SS3. A curious incident of 
that time Is recalled by a correspond- 
ent who was a passenger on a steam- 
ship on the voyage between Colombo 
and Albany, King George's sound, some 
1,500 or 2,000 miles south of the'ceuter 
of the disturbance. It waa a beautiful 
flight, and shortly after dinner, when 
tb» deck was crowded with passengers 
the lookout shouted, "Breakers ahead!" 
This waa In midoceao, with no shoal 
water nearer than tha Australian coast, 
five or aiz days' sail distant. The 
steamer was slowed down, and pres- 
ently drifted luta a masi of floating 
lava and green slime. Bucketfula were 
hauled on deck and strained through 
cloths. Near]; all night the steamer 
forged ahead at half speed, with th* 
floating scum grating against her ildea, 
and in the morning, when clear water 
was reached, the sides of the ship be- 
low the water line were bare of paint 
and burnished like steel.

The cries it utters comprise al- 
most any sound from a .subdued moan 
to aa angry roar, and It li tardly con- 
ceivable that they should proceed from 
a stogie animal. This 3s the animal 
called red monkey by TVaterton In bis 
"Wanderings In South America," where 
as admirable description of its weird 
cries may be read. These sounds are 
.produced in a bony cavity' formed by 
an enlargement of the tyoid, or tongn* 
bone. In appearance the red howler Is 
an elegant little creature, well clothed 
•with hair of a reddish brown cgtor. 
like the spider monkey*, It Is provided 
•with a long, prehensile tall, the under 
surface pf which is .naked toward the 
tip, but it differs from thosa monkeys 
In having well developed thumb*.— 
Westminster Gazette.

A New Jersey reader of these notes 


writes making inquiry of the cost of 
the round tiling used very generally 
throughout tbe middle west, stating 
that he believes If it were once In- 
troduced In the east It would prove far 
superior to the prevailing standard 
draintile, which is of a horseshoe type 
made In three and four inch sizes and 
usually laid on boards, flat stones, slate 
or other material. In tbe vicinity of 
our correspondent hemlock lioards aru 
usually used for this purpose, but tlicsi 
rot Inside of ten yearn, while the tile 
becomes displaced and has to be dug 
up and relald. 
Ho states that whli 


tlie round tile has been made in the 
east, It does not seem to meet with 
favor, tbe people still preferring tbe 
horseshoe type. A great many miles 
of tile are being laid ail through tbe 
north part of the state in which the 
writer lives, and, while we have not 
at hand figures for large orders, the 
prevailing price of four Inch tile Is 
$18 per thousand feet and six inch 
tile ?35, which would make the first 
size cost 23 aud the second 56 cents 
per rod. Many contracts for tiling arc 
made on the basis of 75 cents per rod 
for the four Inch size, which includes 
the tile, surveying the grade and dig- 
ging the ditch for the same to a depth 
of three feet. The purchaser baa to 
haul the tile on to the ground and fill 
the trenches after the tile Is laid. Con- 
tracts for laying six Inch tile under the 
•ame conditions Is 18 cents per rod 
more, or 03 cents. Good tile properly 
laid should last a lifetime. While the 
Initial cost of the round tile might be 
• trifle more than that of the horse- 
shoe type, which Is the standard in tbe 
eastern states, we are led to believe, 
using the data which our friend fur- 
nlthed as a basis, that In the long run 
the former Is much the more econom- 
ical and satisfactory. 
We should be 


pleaaed to hear from any eastern read- 
er who has had opportunity to test the 
eflJclency and durability of the two 
type* of tllo mentioned under exactly 
the same condition*.

AT PALACE BATE 


Thrown at Kinf Alfonso 


and Queen Victoria 


JT BARELY MISSED MARK 


^t le»»* Sixteen Persons Wiled 


and M»ny Injured-Scene of 
Tragedy Present* a Horrible 
Spectacle-Tragedy 
Follow* 


Closely Upon Wedding 


Madrid, June 1.— The public rejoic- 


ings over the marriage of KiuK Alfonso 


auj Princtss Victoria had a terribly 
dramatic sequel as a 
bomb 
thrown 


from JIB upper window exploded with 
deadly effect near the coach occupied 
bv the king mid ijueou. King Alfonso 
aiid Queeu Victoria escaped because 
of an electric wire deflecting the bomb, 
but at least 10 persons, most of them 
being of the 
personal and military 


eseort, and the others spectators, were 
killed. Many others were iiijured. 


The explosion occurred just as the 


royal couple were about to enter the 
palace. The route of the cortege had 
been diverted from Arsenal street to 
Mayor street, owing to the popular de- 
sires. The procession had just passed 
through Mayor street and was about to 
turn into the esplanade leading to the 
palace when the explosion shook the 
buildings in the vicinity, 
stunned 
a 


large number of people aucl threw the 
cortege into inextricable' confusion. 


KING AND QUEEN OF SPAIN. 
The royal coach was brought, to a 


tuddcn stop by the shock, ollicers and 
soldiers of the escort falling to the 
ground about the equerry and horses 
that bad been killed. The screams of 
the terrified multitude mingled with 
the groans of the dying. It was imme- 
diately seen that the royal coach was 
intact, except as it had been damaged 
by flyinjt splinters. Kinp Alfonso im- 
mediately alighted and assisted Queen 
Victoria out of the 
ciirrlngu. 
They 


then entered another coach and were 
driven swiftly to the palace. 


All this happened so quickly 
that 


people away from the immediate vicin- 
ity were not aware of the tragedy that 
had been enacted and continued to ac- 
«laim their sovereigns. 
Soon, how- 


ever, there appeared the empty royal 
coach with two horses missing and the . 
others spattered with blood, several of 
them bleeding 
from wounds. 
The 


groomi and drlvera looked deathly 
pile In their spangled uniform* Then 
came a boy shouting that a bomb had 
bten thrown atjhe king. The appear- 
ance of the king and queen In a coach 
brought out delirious ovations as the 
fact was recognized that the sovereigns 
had been spared. 


In the meantime the scene of the 


tragedy presented a horrible spectacle, 
with dead men and horses lying about, 
literally torn to pieces. Intense excite- 
ment prevailed, the mob Invading the 
streets, while the forces of the guards 
sought to maintain order and block the 
approach!]!): streets. The bodies were 
wrapped up in blankets and removed oir 
litters, while the wounded were car- 
ried to hospitals in ambulance's. Tin 
pavement was literally covered with 
blood.

THE USE OF THE BALLOT 


Character »f Average Man Must 


Ite Determining Factor In 
Welfare of Our Nation, Say* 
President Roosevelt 


Old Point Comfort, Vi., May 81.— 


President Roosevelt joined with lur- 
vlvlnc members of both the Blue ani* 
the Gray la paying appropriate and Im- 
pressive tribute to the nation's dead In 
old Virginia. The president delivered 
t patriotic oration la the grounds of the 
naval hospital at Portsmouth and di- 
rectly afterward unveiled a handsome 
marble shaft erected by the Army and 
Navy union in the cemetery adjoining 
the hospital grounds to the memory of 
Iti fallen comrades. In his speech at 
the naval hospital the president said 
in part: 


"Exactly as there is no other body of 


men to whom In the past we have owed 
so much as to the veterans of the Civil 
war. so there Is no other body of men 
among all of our citizens of today who 
as a whole deserve quite as well of the 
country as the officers aud enlisted men 
of the army and navy of the United 
States. 


"The first duty of a lender, civil or 


military, is to lead; and he must lead 
well. Nevertheless it remains true that 
no leader can accomplish very much 
unless he has the right kind of men to 
lead. 
' 


"Unless tbe enlisted man has the right 


stuff In him it stands io reason that no 
ollicer can get it out of him, because it 
is not there to get out. 


"So in civil life. In the last analysis 


It Is the man behind the ballot who 
counts most in civil life, just as It is 
the man behind tbe gun who counts 
most in military life. 


"We cannot too highly 
bouor the 


memory of tbe leaders in the Civil war. 
But after all. the man upon whom the 
chief credit must rest was the plain 
man in the ranks, the man iu lllue or Iu 
Oray who went iir to sec tbe war 
through and who did see it through. 


"So again In our republic as a whole 


It is just as true iu peace now as It was 
45 years ago-in war that it is the char- 
acter of the average man that must 
be tbe determining factor in achieving 
national success or going down io na- 
tional disaster. 


"Leadership is necessary In order that 


we may get really good results out of 
a high average of individual character; 
but without tlie high character in the 
average individual the leadership by 
itself can avail but little. 


•Tbe average voter needs to learn 


and to keep steadily In mind the fact 
that If in the last resort the real power 
is his, so in the-last resort the real re- 
sponsibility is his. He cannot cast off 
on anyone pise the responsibility for 
our governmental shortcomings. 


"Nothing Is cheaper than lo say that 


the people are all right, but that the 
politicians are all wrong. As'a matter 
of fact politics, and therefore politicians, 
will In tbe long run represent faith- 
fully either the wishes or the inditler- 
ence of the people! and if the people 
are indifferent tbe results are 
just 


about as bad as If they deliberately 
choose to go wrong. . 


"Recently the most appalling disas- 


ter that has ever befallen any city In 
our country befell the great and beau- 
tiful city of San Francisco. 
In the 


midst of their horror and pity and 
sympathy the rest of our people were 
rendered proud and glad by the courage, 
the 
self-reliance, 
the self-command 


shown by the men and women of San 
Francisco themselves under the sudden 
and awful calamity which had befallen 
them. 


"We had yet another source of pride 


In the fact that the first Americans out- 
side the city who were able to eitend 
relief and help were .the officers and 
enlisted men of the garrison and 
the 


ships In the immediate neighborhood of 
San Francisco. 


"The alertness, the instant response 


to tbe demand made upon them, the 
mixture of self-reliant initiative with 
orderly obedience and coherence of ac- 
tion, the high personal valor and the 
steady endurance and strength showu 
by the soldiers aud sailors of the reg- 
ular army aud navy in coping with this 
disaster, were as great as If shown In 
time of battle. 


"Such a record should make every 


true American proud of the army and 
navy and should 
make every 
true 


American resolute to see that through 
our national authorities at Washing- 
ton we make such provision by law for 
the maintenance, the support and the 
training of the army and navy th.-it they 
shall ever stand in the furefrout of their 
respective professions."

England a heavy fog Is so common 
that there Is a regular service made up 
of the repair gangs, who take the place 
of the mechanical signals. Every dis- 
tance signal Is guarded by a signal 
man, who is supplied with flags and 
torpedoes, the Itftter being called de- 
tonaton, while tbe signal men are 
pointsmen.' Two torpedoes are placed 
on the track to warp the engineer when 
the signal Is set at danger and are sup- 
plemented by a red lantern in the 
.hands of the signal man. As the tor- 
pedoes cost a cent and a half each and 
are used in great numbers there Is a 
machine supplied by which the second 
torpedo is forced from the rail by tbe 
force of the explosian of the first, as 
only one is necessary, the second being 
merely a precaution.

But, 
ho\v many of these people really have 
ever set foot on Its beautiful sbores? 


1 venture to say uot one out of every 


twenty, aud of Newport's all the year 
round residents probably the propor- 
tion is aoout the same. 


At this time of the year a day's visit 


to Jamestown, to some of these people 
uufamlllar with its beauties would be 
a surprise aud delightful treat not soon 
to be forgotten. Take n drive or walk 
down south towards the Dumplings, 
tbat cluster of rocky islets which lie 
*o close to the eutrauce of Newport 
Harbor (aud called Dumplings bo 
•cause of tueir marvellous likeness dur- 
ing southeasterly storms, to tbe fa- 
miliar apple dumplings boiling iu a 
pot), inland upon Home ol the high 
Hills overlooking this part of the Isl- 
and, aud uo more magnificent ocean 
aud bay views can be had, from auy 
spot on the New England coast. Look- 
lug east the gray outlines of old .Fort 
Adams seeu close at your feet, the 
stately summer villas of Newport's 
millionaires stretch south till lost to 
view round Breutou's Point, aud uorth- 
ward until embraced by tbe arms of 
the expaudiug city of Newport. 
The 


U. 8. Torpedo Station resting ou Rose 
Islaud forma a protective bar for the 
yachts which lie iu Newport Harbor. 
Tbe stately spire of old Trinity Church 
stands out clear In the centre of the 
old town, which nestles close to the 
water's edge, aud stretches northward 
almost to the U. S. War College aud 
Training Station at Coaster's Harbor 
Island. Far to the uorth cau be seen 
Hose Islaud, Gould Islaud, Prudence 
Island, the Coaling Station of tbe U. 
S. Government at Portsmouth aud on 
a clear day Kail Iliver may be Beeu 
dimly in a distance. Theu ou the west 
starting from 
Wlckford the entire 


stretch of the West Passage may be 
seen clearly, dowu to Narragauaett 
Pier, aud looking south you Sud 3000 
miles of the broad Atlantic, briuglug to 
tbe land the refreshing breezes so much 
appreciated by the tollers from, the 
beated cities. 


Couanicut Island is made up of three 


distinct classes of scenery. The north- 
erly end, which lies iu Narragansett 
Bay, is largely composed of Hue undu- 
lating farming land; it possesses all the 
beauties of a fertile garden surrouu ded 
by the blue sea. Tbe Dumplings dist- 
inct, which ia rugged, hilly, rocky and 
bold, Is perhaps the most picturesque 
and beautiful part of the Island, as it 
combines the viewa of both tbe Bay aud 
the Oceau. Some of the pioneers who 
ilrst built summer cottages at James- 
town selected this part of the Island 
and the latest important residence erect- 
ed baa also beeu built In this district, 
Mr. William P. Hurszy, of the Bald- 
win Locomotive Worka, having built a 
magnificent summer villa ou oue of the 
niga bills here. Then the third class 
of scenery is that which one ttnds south 
of Mackerel Cove, the laud known as 
Uaaver Tail. 
This is purely ocean 


scenery, wild, rocky aud grand. The 
laud ruus out into the Atlantic like a 
Horn and receives the full force of all 
tue winds and waves. Bound this part 
"lay be fouud the best bass fishing to 
M found anywhere along the coast of 
•New England.

Ou the contrary we might make 
it much better by briugmg to it tbe 
feminine mind which, iu a way, com- 
plements the masculine, aud BO, I 
tbiuk,completes themiud of humanity. 
We are half of humanity, aud I do 
fraukly believe that we have half the 
intelligence aud good sense of human- 
ity, aud tbat it la quite time that we 
should express not ouly our seutimeuta 
but our determined will to set our faces 
as a dint toward justice aud right, aud 
to follow these through tiie dilllcult 
path, through the thorny wilderness.

What's a Good Potato ? 


Moat people, I suppose, -take it for 


granted tbat the beat potatoes are the 
cues that contain the must starch. Ou 
the contrary it is the ones that contain 
the most gluten, because gluten ia au 
albuminous and starch Is much cheap- 
er that albumen. 


First cornea the skiu of the potato. 


In a uew potato it ia thiu aud clear; 
while a corky akin indicates a mature 
potato, aud one more likely to be 
mealy. 


Second I. a thiu layer varying from 


one-eighth of an inch to one-half an 
Inch In thickness. This is the gluten. 


Third come, th* largest part of the 


potato—tbe atarch. If this is very 
dense the potato will be mealy, but if 
non-uniform tbe potato will be of poor 
quality. 


Fourth is tbe very centre of tbe 


tuber, which contain, little itarch and 
a great deal of water. If this area 
branchea out into the .tarcb tbe potato 
will uot bo a good cooker.—Garden 
Magazine.

FAB AWAY FROM THE I'BOPLB. 
I wan present at the hearing before 


the Judiciary Conmii'tee of the House, 
and beard several of IU promoter* make 
the statement that the committee bad 
examined a very large number of the 
charters of the different cities iu the 
United Stales, aud had found uo one 
which they would recommend to take 
the place of ours. 
Now, if iu all these 


modern charters there is none to be rec- 
ommeuded as more advauced aud com- 
plete tbau ours, there is uo reason for a 
change. They say they want to go as 
close to the people as possible. 
I have 


aaked If this is so, why not go directly 
to the people? 
Why do you circuiulo- 


cute so as to take It an far from the peo- 
ple as possible? I have received no 
answer. 
I believe Unit the mode of 


nomination puts It in the uaudsof those 
•who want the positions (and the induce- 
ment to bold the offices is the promo- 
tion scheme of many of the committee 
who framed it) aud politicians. They 
say there is no politics to It. I believe 
It IP all politics. At the hearing I heard 
almost everyone who spoke ou It say 
that at first tuey did uot like It, but 
had come to like it afterwards. 
Can 


anyone tell me what changed the 
mludiofeo many of these thoughtful 
representative citizens? It was the 
dominant mind of that committee, and 
the dominant mind will always con- 
trol. I also beard some of them bay 
that they must Institute a campaign of 
Instruction to educate the people up to 
It. 
Apparently, the campaign was 


started Immediately. 


WILL THE CHARTER CHANGE MEN'S 


(JHAKACTER? 


Neither before the Judiciary Com- 


mittee, nor since, have I beard any- 
thing advauced for the charter that ap- 
peals to my better judgment. The only 
reasons advanced are "tbat It will 
make a better government. That we 
shall get good men." 
Aud the answer 


I have generally received to any ques- 
tion is "I have not studied It on tbat 
point." Now I ask, who can tell any- 
thing about the men we shall get? 
If the Municipal Association intends to 
nominate and elect all the representa- 
tive council, who can say that they will 
be able to do so? And if they should, 
can any one vouchsafe for their Integ- 
rity and ability In advance? The Equit- 
able andJMutual bad the best class of 
men for trustees. They were among 
the class of men these persons seem to 
have In mind. How have they turned 
out? It must be remembered tbat Ibis 
representative council la the whole sub- 
stance of thin charter. Two-thirds of 
it will hold over every year, making It 
a perpetual body, cud almost impossi- 
ble to change. I am speaking now of 
practical politics, arid theorists have 
ever found it a great task to overcome 
practical politics. You say good men, 
but the bare assertion of any man or 
class of men, tbat an untried system Is 
going to produce Certain results and 
draw certain men,'Is wholly specula- 
tion. You ask the citizens of Newport 
to launch out ou an untried sea, and 
tell them In advance what IB going to 
happen, when you cannot possibly 
have I be least Idea of what is to bap- 
pen during the voyage. A new charter 
will not change men. The committee 
say that the government will be only 
as good ns the people are willing to 
make sacrifices for. We have such a 
government now. It is just as good as 
the citizens have made it. No better, 
no worse. And this condition is be- 
cause many of these same citizens, who 
are asking for this new charter, have 
not tukeu interest enough iu the affairs 
of the city to attend a caucus, or go to 
the polls and vote. And then grum- 
ble at results. A change iu our char- 
ter will uot make our citizens moie 
willing to make sacrifice?. The people 
will remain the same. Under the pres- 
ent 83'etem, we can try to make a 
change every year, if \ve are uot satis- 
fied. Under the new charter the rep- 
resentative council is as perpetual as it 
cau be made, unless they are elected 
for life. There is a chance to change 
Its members only once in three years, 
two-thirds remaining over every year. 


JIAYOlt OJflV A 1'iaUUKIIEAD. 


Under the new charter the mayor and 


board of aldermen aie only figureheads, 
or servants. They have no power what- 
ever. The mayor cannot even preside 
at the rueellugsof the council. He cau 
suspend an officer, but he cannot ap- 
point In the place of the suspended, 
nor can be make any other appoint- 
ment. This has been differently ex- 
plained, I know, but the explanation 
Is incorrect. Bee. 12 puts all the elect- 
ive power in the council. Il says it 
"shall elect a city treasurer, a city 
clerk, a judge of probate, a probate 
clerk, a collector of taxes, a city solic- 
itor, one assessor of taxes, AND ALL 
SUCH OTHEK CITY OR MUNICI- 
PAL OFFICERS PROVIDED BY 
THE LAWS OF THIS STATE OR 
OTHERWISE AS MAY BE NECES- 
SARY AND PROPER." Sec. 27 teems 
to put the power over aud control of 
the police iu the bands of the mayor, 
aud it has been so explained. But It 
does notblug of the kind, for it express- 
ly provides tbat it shall be "subject to 
the direction of the representative coun- 
cil." The mayor has uo power.

In the Australian System they bad 
every thing to guide them; iu.thia they 
have nothing, which, considering tbe 
great Intelligence of its Haulers, teems 
strange to me. I don't see bow tbe 
dtsfr«nchi»euieut cau poaaibly be less 
loan J of all the voter* and 1 fiud tbat 
others estimate it very mucb more 
than j. 
COMPARATIVE COST .OF MUNICIPAL 


GOVERNMENT IN NEWPORT AND 


BROOKLINE. 


It is uow appearing from the reports 


winch leak out, ibat this charter is a 
compromise, purely political, which 
was finally arrived at In order that the 
committee should uot dissolve by disa- 
greement. No one seems to have been 
satisfied with It aud rather than sep- 
arate without accomplishing anything 
It compromised on this. The Idea of 
this charier Is not wholly new. aa was 
at first supposed, but Is a revamping 
of one originally drawn for the town 
of Brookline, Massachusetts. Brook- 
line did uot accept it, and remains 
still a town. 
They have, however, 


tome features of H in their town gov- 
ernment. 
But the Kepreaeutative 


Council is not iu operatiou in any town 
or city iu this Country, lias It pro- 
duced the results In Brookline which 
this committee prophesies for It here? 
They say they want citizens to take au 
interest In city affairs aud tbat this 
method will accomplish that result. 
Has it accomplished such a result In 
Brookline? Mr Bliss (I tilluk it was) 
stated at one of tbe meetings that tbe In- 
terest iu tbe town of Brookline, in town 
affairs, was very poor, not more than 
500 (1 think) attending the town meet- 
Ings. I asked several of the committee 
If these were nearly correct figures, but 
none of them had luformed themselves 
HO I procured official information. At 
their financial town meeting In Jan- 
uary, 1905, there were 401 voters m all 
present at aome part of tbe meeting, a 
part of whom took part iu borne of the 
proceedings, about 100 generally. How- 
ever they passed oue special appropria- 
tion of $20,000 with 94 voting aud they 
passed one special of $15,000 with 14 
voting, when there were 4,241 qualified 
voters on tbe list. The record does not 
give the number voting on the general 
appropriation. Brookline Is tbe town 
which they wish to Imitate iu form of 
government. I ask you to look at some 
of tbe figures. Iu 1905 its population 
was 23,400 (this committee say that 
15,000 population la about the limit for 
town government), \\arwick, iu this 
State, has a population nearly as large 
as Newport and Brookliue's Is nearly as 
large as ours, and both are run under a 
town form of government. Brookline's 
appeased valuation was almost $91,000,- 
000.00; its area ia about IS-lfith aa large 
as oura. Its rate of taxation $12 per 
thousand, tbe same a? ours. It had a 
debt of $1,020,473.00. It cost, to run it 
in this simple'economical way, §1,386,- 
538.78—about.$59.50 for each citizen iu 
the town. It cost Newport, under our 
"obsolete form," aud "bad men," about 
§750,000.00, or almost exactly $30.00 for 
each citizen—about }. Aud although 
moat of these figures were published iu 
tbe Providence papers nearly two 
mouths ago, no paper or person, so fai 
as I know or bave beard, has made 
them public here in Newport, where 
they would teem to throw much light 
on the prospects of the accomplishment 
of thia charter. They have extensive 
park pystema iu Brooklfne, which we 
have not In Newport, but If you take 
the difference In the running expenses 
in that "economical" town, and this 
"extravagant" city for ten years, you 
can build Cope VVhilehouse's synteui of 
parka and harbor front and have money 
to burn at the expiration of the period, 


Theee are a few of my reasons for uot 


supporting the charter. I have uot in- 
tended to express them in this manner 
but as PO many of these unnuuied inde- 
pendent persons aie making BO much 
ado about thote who are opposed to tbe 
clmrler with such outrageously rualici- 
ouei statements, which they must know 
to be false, 1 have seen lit to give you 
Ibe^e reasons. Aly judgment may not 
be tumid and good, but it is as good for 
me as ia that of any luemLer of the 
committee, or any correspondent to 
him. It is slid there are uo politics iu 
it, but I believe it isall politics, and that 
politics came very near breaking up 
the work of the committee, so that the 
committee itself knows that it ia filled 
with politico. As tbe committee or 
tbe Association are making every 
known effort to pass it, they cannot 
deny to any person tbe right to oppose 
it. I have been and am very sorry to 
see the depths to which some of them 
are. sinking iu methods to upbold It 
and In trying to stifle any opposition 
to It. Here are men who have uot the 
courage to sign their names to what 
they publish, condemning others for 
uot getting on tbe housetops aud shout- 
ing aud showing themselves, while 
these accusers iu tbelr cowardice are 
keeping themselves secreted. I very 
much regret tbat the Municipal Asso- 
ciation countenance* and profits by 
such methods as are being used, and It 
seems to me that their standing in the 
community demands tbat they should 
disavow it. 


If tbe charter Is defeated I shall be- 


lieve that the o.lty baa been saved a 
great Injury. If il la adopted I shall 
conform to It aa should every law-abid- 
ing citizen.
